Customs Surplus affair If 
we remember correctly, in 
a recent dispatch addressed 
by the Department for For- 
cign Affairs of ‘the Southern 
Government to the Diplomatic 
Corps, it waisclearly stated that 
if a portion of the share of the 
Customs Surplua is not given" to © 
the South, then in two weeks’ 
time the Government would 
order the Commissioner of 
Customs to cease remitting the 
funds collected at the port, to 
Poking. so that the Mandarins . 
aud Mihtarists there may not use 
the fands indirectly to intrigne 
against Canton and finance 
military expeditions against it. 
Jt was further stated that there . 
was no interference. with the 
Customs contemplated, nor any 
taking over of the administration 
of the Customs threatencd. It 
was a purely Chinese internal 
matter. That being so, weare at 
a loss to understand the meaning . 
of this demonstration, and are. 
YWntitled to ask the question “what 
is this demonstration for"? Right 
along the people of Canton have 
preserved a very calm attitude 
and itis but natural thersforefor 
them to resent the presence of 
these war-ships. The procession 
of yesterday may be taken as a 
protest from them. 

On the other hand it is bound 
to be. pretty embarrassing to the 
foreign Powers themselves, after 
sending theirarmada to Canton, 
to find that they have nothing 
for them to do except possibly to 
make a mighty gesture and then 
dwindle down, and under cover 
of the darkness of the night die- 
appear from Canton waters 
altogether. m 

Anyone with a casual acquain- 
tance of the Southern authorities 
knows that if they consider that 
they are in the right, 16 war 
ships. yea, 160, will not im the 
least prevent thera from pursuing 
their course regardless of what 
the consequences may be. It is 
only folty to try to bully them. 
The days of -bullying Chinese 
officials, particularly officials of 
the South, we fear, are well-nigh 
ended. , 


Those who know the Cantonese 
people well will readily attest the 
fact that they do not view such & 
demonstration with indifference, . — 
The foreign Powers and their 
consuls here must. be held re- 
sponsible for any provocation or 
dire consequences’ due to the’ 
presence ofthese war-ships.

Sir Josiah tam 4 speaking on 

“The Capital Levy as a Fiscal 
Expedient" at the Royal Philaso- 
phical Society, Glasgow, recently, 
said that there was no proposal 
in which the ecanomic effacta 
that could be deduced from 
general theoretical grounds 
might be so profoundly modified 
yobs the shape which the 
Measdre would be compelled to 
take in response to practical adm- 
inistrative exigencies. Just as the 
economic principle behind the 
Land Values Duties was a simple 
one, but its application to the 
complex fact of ‘land tenure 
brought forth administrative pro- 
visions of great complexity, so the 
apparently simple operations of s 
levy when it came ta be worked | 
outin practice, with due regard to. 
the complicated nature of modern | 
forms uf wealth, would be found 
to have important reactions mpar 
the economic situation. 

Just as the so-called levy in 
Czechoslovakia has degenerated - 
into a heavy property tax in in 
stalments, so there was a danger 
that all the-different deviees to 
nmke a levy workable here would 
turn it intos bad kind of supple- 
mentary income tax over & large 
pact of its field. Numerous ad- 
justments would be Tecessary to 
deal with the changing interests. 
of life tenants and reversioners, 
and with the owners »f specula- 
tive and fluctuating investments, 
while instalments and loans 
would be required by those hold- 
‘ing chiefly unrealizable securities 
and by private husinesses~with 
no free capital. 

GREAT INEQUALITIES. 
Heestimated that nearly one- 
half of those liable would be un-_ 
able to discharge ‘their final 
liability outright, and eny im- 
portant change in the level of 
money values between the time 
of valuation and the time of 
ultimate payment would bring 
about greatinequalities Although 
the level under proper conditions 
was practicable. it must, im any 
case. fall below the standard of 
efficiency which we were accur-- 
tomed to expect.of taxation in 

this country. 

The advocates of the tax agye- 
ed that the levy would have an 
imporcant effect upon the ordin- 
ary taxes subsequently levied and 
automatically reduce the yield of 
income taxand death duties at 
existing rates.
